So Says Representative Oates 
In His Report ' 



ON THE HOMESTEAD TROUBLE.

hoTtsA which invcRtiKnted thie labor 
tronblt's at Homestead, and the codik c- 
tion of the I'inkortons there, submitted 
• report to the coiinnittee, which wa<< 
cot agreed to. No member qnestioned 
iti correctiMM, its statements of facts or 
oondosioins of law, hot the Bepablican 
members of the conimlttee would not 
BfiEeiit to what he said upon tho tariflf, 
and a majonty of the Democratic iiiem- 
bere of the (uiiuuittee thought it ini- 
pohtic to make any report until the en- 
tire investigation was completed, wliii li 
oonld not lie, done before the second ses- 
' Bioo of congress. Therefore ApoKt^xme- 
ment of the report WM made until next 
winter. 

The report impared by Mr. Oat"S 
having been rejicted by tlie c-cininiittee. 
he ban given it to the imbbc as hift iiidi- 
vidual (iTtinioii nf the matters invi.-ti- 
gated. Tlie report Ix gins witli a stat"- 
ment of the uitiveTin ntiJ <it' the snb-coni- 
mittee, followed by a <lt .sc-riptiim of tlie 
works at Homestead, the number of em- 
ployes, the rate of wagen, tlie in gotia- 
tions between the company and the 
Amalgamated association preceding the 
outbreak, the cnntentions of both sides, 
and finally an a< loujit of the dis=astrons 
ending of the attempt to land the Pmk- 
•rtons. 

The report hays that tin 
who surrendered were brutally and oiit- 
rageously treated, phueii>ally by women 
and boys, and ( )ateK is loath to })elu'\ <' 
that any of these wouien are native 
Americans. He says that the indigni- 
ties to which they were 8ubjecte<l was a 
disgrace to civilization. Mr. (Jates aska 
whether tlie Carnegie rtrm was justifie^l 
in equity and ^ood conscience in propos- 
ing tne MHluctionin wages. "J answer," 
he says, "that Mr. Frick declined m 
state the cost of a ton of Bessemer steel 
Ullets and the labor cost. The men \s'er'j 
paid satiBfactory wages, but the work 
much abbreviates the natuml period of 
life, and ghould Ije well paid for." 

He thinks that the company sht>uld 
have some of the Iwnetits of the protits 
resulting from the use of improved v - 
chinery. He condemns the McKin'ey 
law for its failure to benefit American 
workmen, and says the promisee made 
to the operatiTW nave been dimppduit- 
iag. 

"Had Mr. Frick stated the bottom 
facts to the committee," said Mr. Gates, 
it would have agreed that the nroposi- 
tiqp to reduce wajjjes waa justifiable, but 
they took issue with him in his conclu- 
sion that the tarifl" did not cause a de- 
cline in prices. ' 

Mr. uates finds further that the con- 
duct of the company toward its em- 
ployes wa« kind in many rem)ects. It 
loaned them jnouey at low interest to 
build them homes, and never foreclosed 
mortgages; but in the negotiation tliu 
officers did not exercise patience, indul- 
gence and solicitude; and Mr. Frick, ac- 
ceding to the report, who is a business 
nian of great intelligetice, see ms to have 
been too steam, brtuque and somewhat 
antocratic. 

Mr. Oates is pursnaded that if Mr. 
Frick had apveaied to the reason of the 
•mployes ana shown them the state of 
the company's aiTairo the reduction 
might have been made and no trouble 
have followed. 

Mr. Oates linds that the Pennsylvania 
law contains nothing to prevent Mr. 
Frick from employing Pinkerton men as 
watchmen at Homestead, but says th<\t 
imder the dronmstances he shomd not 
have done so. He made overtures to the 
riakertona before the negotiationa with 
the men were interrupted; and did not 
vppeal to the ootmty or state authorities 
ui the flnt iustance for protection. ' He 
aieerti^ that Sheriff McCleary is a very 
^efficient ol&oer, but says uiat had y t. 
Frick aided him and joined in his i v 
peal to the governor, instead of employ- 
ing Pinkertons, the state would hu . <> 
furnished a sumcient force to have pm- 
ie<ited the property. 

Mr. Oates condemns as unlawful the 
acta of tha workmen in turning away 
the sheriff, and insulting, by hanging in 
efSgy, Messrs. Frick and Potter. He 
says it was the purpose of the Amalga- 
mated association to prevent the em- 
ployment of non-union men, and he de- 
clares that no organisation lias a right 
to enforce its wishes by strong-handed 
defiance of law. The men bad no legal 
right to resist the.coming uf the Pinker- 
tons, and are answeraUa to the Penn- 
sylvania courts. 

In conclusion, Mr. Oates finds that 
congress has no power over the ques 
tions involved. The enactment of a 
patisfactory arbitration law is well nigh 
impossible. As to whether congress has 
the jiower to regulate or suppress Pink- 
ertonism, Mr. oatfs savs he has no con- 
cliutiuu to e.\prih» uutil ilie completion 
of tha invest igation nsnt

Washington, Aug. 8.— During the 
next three months the h?nd(iuarters of 

the congressional canipaij^ii i-ommittees 
Pinkertona4-in this city will beheld inconstant touch 
with the nioveiiK'iits nf both jiartics in 
every cony;rl•>^il mal district in the coun- 
try. A fcnlmg of uncertainty as to the 
outcome wiiJ make hard work neces- 
sary, and the celerity with wliich sena- 
tors and members have already left the 
city to jiaiticipate in the campaign 
plainly indicates that there will be no 
lack of shoulders to carry the burden. 
In many of the distriL-ts the campaign 
has already begun.

Thejr Hav«. Ueeii Ki.-tminpd. 

Inmanai'oi.is, Aug. s. -A commotion 
was created in Iron Hall circles Satur- 
day when it was announced that F. D. 
Somerby, supreme justice, had left the 
city. At a meeting of the executive 
committee in the morning, Somerby did 
not show up. A meeting was to have 
been held at Hanghville, a suburb of In- 
dianapolis, Saturday night, by members 
of the local lodges, to testify their confi- 
dence in the order and its much ma- 
ligned head. It was advertised that 
Somerby would be present and m»ike a 
speech. Late in the afternoon word was 
sent to Hanghville that Somerl^ conld 
not be pcsaent, and the meeting was ad 
joumed. 

Inquiry at Iron Hall head«|uai terv- 
yielded nothing satisfactory in e.xpl ni i- 
tion. Supreme Cashier liavis and Su 
iireme Accountant Walker shook their 
Iieads dubiously, but their answers were 
evasive. Their manner was such as t , , 
encourage the worst possible const) ne 
tion that could have been imt iipoh 
Somerby's absence, and the inipre-.-i, .n 
gained ground and the nimor becmi* 
current that tha aaprama joatice was a 
fugitive. 

Late in the evening one of Somerliy's 
attorneys vouched for it upon his honor 
that the absence of the supreme justice 
meant iiotliing serious, and that he 
Would be back by Monday, or TTie.sd;iy 
at the latest. It was st.ated that Somer- 
by had gone east by the advice and with 
the consent of his attorneys, and that his 
triji was connected with "the settlement 
of e.xisting dit!ii ulties. Tlie suptKisition 
is that he had gone to i'liiladelphia. 
This as.surance had a tendency to allay 
suspicion and re>tore (dnfidencc, 

A feature that has e.xcited a ^mnl deal 

of (pnet but emphatic miiient was the 

ef^'ort of Davis aud Walker by intlirec- 
tion to give the iiiwiression that" Somerby 
had iib-.conde<l. The eflVct of it is to 
strengthen and confirm an impression 
that has been growing all alomr th.it 
these two officitils would be glad to di>- 
close such a condition in the order as 
Woulil le;id to Soiiierby"s decajiitation. 
thus opening up tlie way for their ad- 
vancement. 

The e.xecutive committee S.iturday 
sent to the plaintiffs attorney a coni- 
mnnii ation stating that the committee 
was then making an e.xamination of the 
books and jiajiers of the order, and had 
appointed a sub-conimiftee, consisting of 
>Iessrs. Hosmer and Becker, to go cjver 
the iHioks for a jierioil covering the liist 
four vears. Tlie C(aiimittee jiroposed 
that .1. S. Sayres, of Philadelphia, and 
AlUut K. baker, one of the plaintiffs, 
be added to that sub-committee, and 
assist in the investigation. To thds 
proposition the oommfttee has received 

no reply. 

The executive committw expects to 
ci-implete its work by this evening. It 
hiiB gone througli ' hief ,Titstice Som- 
erby's accounts, .and will report that 
there li;i.> been, sn far ;is he is < oncerned, 
no misapiiroiiriatlon of funds: that he 
drew no nioiie\- i xcejit upon warrants, 
and that there are <in file vouchers and 
itemized statements for every dollar he 
lias evji*.nded.

Bi{< lOKi.YN, Aug. 8.— A serious acd- 
dent occurred on the Br<x)klyn, Bath and 
West Knd railroad, yesterday evening at 
West Brooklyn. Six heavily loaded can 
crashed into five others equally as heavi- 
Iv loaded. The force o3f the collision 
threw the passengers txom their seats, 
some fallins from the open sides to the 
track and a mghtf nl panic ensued among 
the thousand passengers on board who 
were bound to Coney Island. Faopla 
climbed out of the cars, indiicriminataly 
treading upon one anotiier, and women 
screamed while children cried. 

Fifteen or twenty persons were ser- 
erely injured, some from being jammed 
in the panic and others from bmng thrown 
from the cars by tha force of the colli-' 
sion. 

Oeorga Eckstein, of 007 Bushwick 
avenue, Brooklyn, fell to the track, 
breaking his leg below tha knee and cat- 
ting a gasu in ms wrist.

Slie w,-,s 
thirty-thre* yean old, and ha| a daugh- 
ter of seventeen. 

Her Ufa baa not alwajra been above 
reproach, for at one time she lived as 
mutreaa with a penitentiary guard, and 
later was an inmate of a spurtinghoose 
kept by the notorioas dallie Watts. 
CannoB has been a faithfnl worshiper at 
the shrine of Mary's slightly decayed 
beanty for some time, and hispandon 
grew by what it fed upon until it 
•ronsad all the venom of nis fiery na- 
ture to see her smile npon another than 
himself. They qtuureled often and bit- 
terly, aad matters reached a crisis a 
week ago, when he threatened to kill 
her. That was becaose she had been re- 
ceiving the attention of one Jamea Cam- 
eron, alao a brickyard worker. 

Saturday afternoon Cannon learned 
that Mary was likely to visit the hoose 
where he was boarding, and he borrowed 
a savage-looking Smith A Weaaon 88- 
oaliber revolver of a fellow-boarder. 
Pnamtly Mary came calmly walking np 
tha road towwd the house. She was 
wheeling a baby carriage, in which sat 
cooing in innocent glee the infant child 
of her sister. Cannon met her as she 
Beared the house, and without a word of 
warning, shoved the revolver in her face 
and palled the trigger. There was a 
blinding flash, almost in the prattling 
baby's face, and Mary fell to the ground

York, and (ieneral F'raticis A. Walker, 
of Massachusetts. With the exception of 
Mr. McCreary these names liaveall l)een 
amonR tbosu discussed for tlie appoint- 
ment. 

Senator Allison, nf Iowa, lias seen 
nearly twiiity yea'v" sirvice in the 
United Sta'i > -fnafe and wiis .-i^^ht 
years a ni' inlx r of the Ihai-e, liefore his 
flertimi to t!ii' nate. He is diairnian 
of the coiijjnitrec on ;i|ipii.pri.itii.nH, a 
leading nii-Hili.T of tlie coiaiiiittii' on 
finance, and it r.'co><nized leader in llnan- 
cial matter.-. He voted against the 
tjtewart free coinage bill when itpauaod 
the senate in .Inly last. 

Senator ,Ioii>n, of Nevada, has Ixeu 
an earnest advocate of free silver. He 
has not hjioken wfteii in the senate but 
whenever he has spi.ken on tiiiaiicf in 
that body his remai k-. liave al\va,\>'. co;ii- 
mandf d do-- and eainest attention. He 
also is a iiiHiuber of the aeoate commit- 
tee on finance. 

Mr. McCrt-ary ^ucceeded Mr. Perry 
Belmont as chairiuan of the committee 
on foreign att'ii.is m the liouse of repre- 
Bentatives and lias devoted considerable 
attention to international quehtiiiiis. He 
introduced the l>ill which railed out tlie 
pan-Aim ri( an conference in Washiii;:- 
ton, and also the house bill i)roviiliiii< 
for the present monetary conference. 
He voteil in favor of free silver. Mr.

He is classed as opposed 
to free coinage of aUrar luidar •^tfng 
conditions. * 

Glencral Walker, of Maasachnsetts, in 
a well known writer on economic ques- 
tiona. He witu superintendent of the 
tenth census and was a member of the 
international monetary conference held 
at Pahs in IHTS. He is president of- the 
Maseat'husetts institute of Technology, 
president of the American Statiatical 
kociety and honorary fellow of the Royal 
Statistical society uf Loudon.
